By far the greater number of transfers, charges, &c., 
brought into the office are short, containing no recitals, and very few, if any, covenants. 

The time required for completing a transfer, charge, or other dealing is very short. 
Transactions have been begun and ended within the hour, although it usually happens 
that delay is interposed from the absence of one of the parties, or from the difficulty of 
nrocurine stamps for the payment of the authorised fee, or from the non-production of the 
duplicate or instrument of title (under Section 19 of the Act), which is sometimes at a 
distance, or in the hands of a mortgagee.
